There exists no 
official paper in this asylum from which to ex- 
tract the cost thereof. 

When finished, this addition was furnished by 
local Board, and the cost of furnishing was 90 Z. 

40 patients could easily, by some slight altera-

The hospitals 
on each side of asylum could then be converted 
into cells or dormitories ; at present they are 
not used, save in cases of fever, which, in any 
well-ordered asylum, are extremely rare ; but 
two or three cases, I believe, have occurred 
within the last 12 months in this hospital.

Note 1.— In August 1842, application was made by me, under the sanction of the Board of this 
Asylum, to the Board of Guardians of Clogheen, for the reception of some harmless and incurable 
cases into their workhouse, with the view of removing a great number of that deplorable class to the 
workhouses of the unions belonging to this district, to which these parties originally belonged either 
by birth or long residence. I took this course on the following grounds : 1st, because the accumula- 
tion of this class is fast rendering the asylums of very limited value for the reception of recent and 
probably curable cases of insanity, and which by being refused admission, in turn become, from want 
of proper remedial measures, incurable, and thus when admitted after months’ delay, and possibly 
ill-treatment, remain as fixtures in the establishment : 2d, from the Returns published by the House 
of Commons from the Poor Law authorities, it appears that in the poor-houses of this district con- 
siderable accommodation had been provided for this class of inmates, where they could at one-third 
expense be supplied with food, raiment and lodging; the maximum charge being, according to the 
Poor Law Return, for Cashel Union, 6/. per head per annum. A list of the poorliouses belonging to 
this district is submitted, together with the original accommodation intended under the Poor Law 
arrangements. This may be found at pages 55 and 56 of the Lords’ Report on Lunatic Poor.

This extent of accommodation provided by the Poor Law authorities would fully relieve (if put 
in requisition) this asylum of its present accumulation of idiots and harmless insane; but from the 
following letter received in reply to my application in August 1842, there appears no hope of relief 
from the poorhouses in this district. 

Sir, Dublin, 22 September 1842. 

The Poor Law Commissioners have had before them minutes of the proceedings of the Board of 
Guardians of the Clogheen Union on 23d instant. With reference to the resolution “ directing the 
master to inform the governor of the Lunatic Asylum, Clonmel, that there is accommodation for 
two quiet lunatics in the workhouse,” the Commissioners desire to state that it would be very 
inexpedient to act upon it, or to admit any lunatics into the workhouse. The unfortunate persons 
here contemplated ought to be the inmates of an institution which admits of such arrangements as 
their peculiar case required, which arrangements cannot be made in a workhouse without much 
expense and difficulty; and incurable lunatics received from time to time into the workhouse would 
soon constitute a large and permanent class, to the detriment of the primary object of the establish' 
ment, which is the relief and prevention of pauperism under ordinary circumstances.

Note 2. On Applicants refused Admission . — The number of applicants refused admission is very 
considerable. Magistrates, clergymen, and others write to procure “ the admission of a lunatic." 
This application is of course informal, as it most commonly happens that no one fact connected 
with the lunatic is communicated beyond this : that the patient is- extremely violent and dangerous 
to his friends and neighbours, while the application to be submitted to the Board at its ordinary 
meetings requires that “ every particular be entered therein.” A printed form of application is 
sent it reply to all letters relating to the admission of patients generally, with a remark “ that at 
present there is no vacancy,” but requiring that this document be returned as indispensably neces- 
sary for the consideration of the proper authorities. It frequently happens that nothing more is 
heard of it for months, and possibly may never be returned to me. The patient of course remains 
with his friends, subject to ignorant or harsh treatment, or is transferred to the neighbouring gaols 
or bridewells. There are, however, at present 37 regularly entered applicants on the books, while 
the number of incurables renders vacancies extremely rare. Until, however, some means, either 
police or poor law, be adopted to ascertain the number of insane poor in the various districts, the 
want of bail to sign the bond, and the want of funds to sustain their next of kin in a long and 
expensive journey, conveying patients to the asylum, must ever render this branch of medical 
statistics obscure and conjectural.

•Although a physician may be selected by Government as manager of an Irish district lunatic asylum (and in two 
instances this is the case), yet by the general rules framed and established by his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and 
Privy Council, on 27 March 1&43, for the regulation of all such institutions in this kingdom, the moral as well as medical 
treatment or the patients is entrusted to the sole direction of the visiting physician attached to each asylum. This officer 
abound to visit three times in each week at such asylum as does not contain 250 patients, unless in cases of fever or 
“urgency; then indeed daily visits are required to be paid by him; but in no case do the above-named rules permit a 
resident manager, although he may happen to be a physician, to interfere in any medical department or duty whatsoever. 
As tins is not the case m Great Britain, where every lunatic asylum containing 100 patients and upwards, by a special Act 
of Parliament, must have a resident medical officer, and as 1 happen to be a physician, I have felt it necessary to offer the 
above remark to prevent any misconception of my responsibility or duty.

RETURN OF THE RICHMOND DISTRICT LUNATIC ASYLUM, DUBLIN. 



This Asylum was built in the City of Dublin in the year 1815, by Parliamentary grant, for the 
admission of all Pauper Lunatics throughout Ireland. By the Act 2 Geo. 4, c. 22, it was created 
a District Asylum, subject to the rules and regulations contained in the Act of I & 2 Geo. 4, c. 33, 
for the erection of Asylums in Ireland ; it was therefore furnished, by means of Parliamentary grant, 
and without charge of any particular county, as a general asylum, and was used as such until the 
year 1831, when it was declared a District Asylum, and appropriated accordingly. 

In the year 1836 his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant made an additional grant of land of 16 
English acres, for the employment of the patients, at an expense of 3,864/. 105. 7 d. to the contri- 
buting counties. 

The Asylum was first built for 236 patients, hut from the urgency for admission, apartments not 
originally intended for patients have been within the last few years appropriated for their use, and 
the asylum can now accommodate 292 patients.
